W allington, Nov. 39.—‘The hous 
committee on Ind an Affairs has del­ 
egated Chairman Burke and Repre­ 
sentative* Campbell of Kansas and 
Stephens of Texas as a subcommit­ 
tee to prepare the Indian appropria­ 
tions bill. The draft of th 
bill now 
before the committee, wkich was pre 
pared by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, contains s veral 
interestin 
changes. 
The Dawes commission is allowed 
$200,000 this year against $300,00$ 
last year. 
There will be an appropriation of 
$00,000 for the continuance of the 
Chilocco Indian 
school 
in 
North­ 
western Oklahoma. Last year Repre­ 
sentative 
McGuire sought 
to 
have 
congress donate this school property 
am ounting to 10,000 acres, to th* 
state of Oklahoma for an asylum, 
but the Indian Oommisson, whicl 
visited 
the 
property 
this summer, 
finds st is too valuable a gift to deed 
to the state. 
The appropriation of last year o 
$7*5,000 for general educational pur­ 
poses for the Indians will not bi 
continued; in former years this ap­ 
propriation was $200,000 a year. 
There will be appropriate d, as last 
year, $30,000 to continue the work of 
Indian agencies, but this 
year 
the 
money will be available for Western 
Oklahoma as well as for the eastern 
part of the state. This means that 
three agencies that were closed this 
year will be reopened next year.
